Enclosed is copy of the notice to file missing parts which was mailed on 
November 14, 2003. We believe that this notice was sent out in error and ask that the 
application be restored to pendency. 

Specifically, it is noted that this notice of abandonment states that the application was 
abandoned for failure to timely or properly reply to the notice to file missing parts mailed 
on November 10 th , 2003. 

It is hereby declared that no such Notice to File Missing Parts has been received. It is 
also noted that applicant was only permitted with four days in which to reply before the 
Notice of Abandonment was sent. Furthermore, the Notice of Abandonment itself 
merely states that no reply was received and does not made it clear exactly what 
documents were missing and needed to be supplied. In view of this, it is believed that 
this Notice was sent out in error. 

Furthermore, it is noted that while the applicant and attorney docket numbers are 
correct, the application number listed on the notice of abandonment dated November 
14 th , 2003 is incorrect and the proper serial number for this application is 09/878,918. 

It is further noted that this application was designated as being complete on May 1 st , 
2002 as evidenced by the enclosed copy of the status reporting section of the USPTO 
webpage. 
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It is noted that the last correspondence received by applicant regarding this application 
was a notice of restriction/election which was dated July 2, 2003 with the initial 
deadline for responding being August 2 nd , 2003. It is not believed that this notice to file 
missing parts relates to this response because the deadline for responding with the 
maximum of five 1 -month extensions was January 2 nd , 2004. 

Furthermore, a response to the election requirement along with a request for a two 
month extension was filed on September 30 th , 2003. A copy of the response as filed as 
well as a copy of the cashed money order in the amount of $205.00 and a copy of the 
receipt card are enclosed herewith. 

When preparing this reply, it was noted that the serial number appearing on both the 
receipt card and the response is also incorrect and lists the serial number as 
09/576,130 when in fact it should read 09/878,918. However, it is noted that the 
inventor name, invention title, Examiner name and filing date were all correct. However, 
the correct serial number has been indicated hereon in pen to assist the Examiner. 

It is further noted that the USPTO website also indicates that this application was 
docketed to the Examiner on October 2 nd , 2003, which is shortly after the response had 
been filed which leads us to believe that it was received by the United States Patent 
Office. A call to confirm that this was in fact the case with the Examiner placed on 
December 23 rd has not yet been returned. 

Based on the fact that the USPTO webpage indicates that the application was complete 
and it was forwarded to the Examiner, that the serial number indicated on the notice to 
file missing parts is incorrect, that the initial notice to file missing parts was not received 
and was apparently issued four days prior to the notice of abandonment being sent, it is 
believed that that this notice was sent in error. Based on this, it is respectfully requested 
that the application should be restored to pendency. 

As discussed above, a response to the election/restriction requirement was submitted 
with a two month extension and was received by the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office. In the event that these documents were misplaced due to the 
incorrect file number, copies are enclosed herewith.
